Washington, January 31.—Respon- 
sibility for the success or failure of 
prohibition enforcement was placed di- 


; rectly upon congress today by General 


Lineoln C. Andrews, assistant secre- 
tary of the treasury. 

“A crisis has been reached in pro- 
hibition enforcement,” Andrews de- 
clared, “The entire situation has been 
placed before congress, and it now is 
up to that body to go ahead, stand 
still, or retreat.” 

Secretary Mellon is backing his pro- 
hibition enforcement chief. 

“It is up to congress,” was his la- 
conic comment. “Legislation we ask 
is absolutely necessary for proper en- 
forcement.” 

Close observers of the official en- 
forcement situation see in Andrews’ 
statement a thinly veiled threat for 
congress either to enact legislation 
suggested by the dry chief or absolve 
him -from ponsibility in case of 
failure,

Legislatiog sought by the treasury 
departmentjincludes the separation 
of the proMfbition unit from the bu- 
reau of int@rnal revenue, the creation 
of an independent bureau of prohi- 
bition enforcement and formation of 
nu semi-gorernment distilling company 
to manufaeture and distribute medici- 
nal whisky.

REVIEWS EFFORTS 
TO BRING PEACE 


Denies Animosity Toward 
American Government; 
Says He Has Never Ob- 
structed Policies. 


Puerto Cabezas, Nicaragua, January 
31.—Prediction that the military oper- 
ations of the United States marines 
in Nicaragua ultimately will result in 
their opening fire against the liberal 
forces was made in a statement given 
to the Associated Press today by Dr. 
Juan Sacasa, head of the liberal gov- 
ernment which has been set up here. 

Stating that the conservative gov- 
ernment of President Adolfo Diaz 
which has been recognized by the 
United States, could not exist long 
without support of the “American 
forces, Dr. Sacasa declared that he 
had done everything possible to avoid 
conflict with the marines despite out- 
rages” against the liberals. 

“In due course,” he continued, “the 
marines will have to open fire against 
the liberals and kill hundreds of Nica- 
raguan citizens to support Diaz as in 
1912.” 

“Peace is Impossible” 

Reviewing various peace efforts, Dr. 
Sacasa declared that peace in Nica- 
ragua, based on the continuance of 
President Diaz in the executive post, 
was an impossibility. At the same 
time, he reiterated that he himself 
never would be an obstacle to any 
real, honorable peace which might be 
offered him. 

Declaring that he was only defend- 
ing the right of the Nicaraguan people 


to settle their own internal affairs, - 


he said that he had no animosity 
toward the American government and 
that he never had obstructed the pol- 
icy of the United States. 

‘Diaz does not control the country,” 
he said. “On the contrary the defeats 
which the liberals have inflicted on 
Diaz’ forces are decisive, which Rear 
Admiral Latimer admits in communica- 
tions to the state department published 
in the United States. 

“My forces would control the coun- 
try if the marines were not engaged 
in military operations against us and 
if we were not suffering from the 
effects of a severe blockade prevent- 
ing the transport of provisions, even 
Red Cross supplies, to our armies 
and if the marines did not occupy

EFFORTS ARE MADE 
TO PRESERVE PEACE 


Preliminary Agreement 
for Settlement by Brit- 
ain of South China De- 
mands Imminent.

Shanghsi, January 31.—Twenty-two 
Chinese sc ldiers were executed at the 
order of their own commander today a 
few hours after they had attempted to 
seize an American ship in the Yangtze 
Kiang river. 

The executions, ordered by General 
Yang Sen at Chunkiang, were in line 
with the campaign of commanding 
generals to calm the soldiery as well 


are threatening the lives of foreigners. 

Every effort to preserve peace is 
being made by the militarv authori- 
ties of northern China penitling the 
outcome of the conference between 
Foreign Minister Eugene Chen and 
British Charge d’Affaires O'Malley at 
Hankow regarding the concessions con- 
troversy. 

Although Marshal Sun Chuan-Fang 
in Shanghai has forbidden public meet- 
ings in the interests of peace, the ad- 
vent of the Chinese New Year season 
bas brought complications. Some sec- 
tions of the native population insist 
on celebrating the New Year with the 
same gatherings and displays of fire- 
works that have marked similar sea- 
sons in the past. 

General Yang Sen has adopted ‘a 
conciliatory policy toward foreigners 
in Chunkiang, Szechuan province. 
Those executed had attempted to board 
and seize an American ship which was 
anchored on the Yangtze Kiang and 
was ready to receive Americans and 
other nationals in that danger zone, 
in ease of emergency. The soldiers 
were given a quick trial and as soon 
as their anti-foreign action had been 
proved they were killed. 

Chinese Read Report. 

News of their execution was giv- 
en prominence in Shanghai and other 
cities where small foreign colonies 
have remained. Crowds of Chinese 
read the report which was posted in 
public places partly as a warning 
against similar movements against 
foreign lives or property. 

While Marshal Sun’s officers took 
precautions against anti-foreign out- 
breaks they protested against foreign 
aid of the nationalist cause.

PROGRESS IS MADE 
IN NEGOTIATIONS. 
BY CHARLES M. M'CANN. 


London, January 31.—Negotiations 
between Eugene Chen, Canton’s for- 
eign minister, and British Charge 
D’ Affaires O’Malley at Hankow, have 
taken a sharp turn toward peace. 

A preliminary agreement for settle- 
ment of South China’s demands con- 
cerning abolition of extraterritoriality 
and return of foreign concessions is 
now imminent. The danger of injuring 
the fina’ stages of the Hankow dis- 
cussions alone causes official predic- 
tions of succéss to be withheld. 

A preliminary agreement by Chen 
and O'Malley will precede formal dis- 
cussions during which Great Britain 
will yield to China many of the de- 
mands made by Chen. It is learned 
on good authority that the agreement 
will represent a compromise between 
the maximum offered by the British 
and the minimum terms laid down by 
the Chinese when the discussions be- 
gan. 

Revise Concession Status. 

The British are ready to make 
practical revision of the status of 
each concession in China, according to 
varying conditions applying to each 
one. At the outset they are under- 
stood to have agreed that the British 
and the former German and Russian 
concessions will be amalgamated with 
& mixed government in which the 
Chinese will exercise a majority. 

Along the Yangtze river in the 
Shanghai district the concession area 
includes the British Community, the 
former Russian, the French, the form- 
er German and the Japanese conces- 
sions. No stipulation is planned at 
this time regarding French and Jap- 
anese concessions. ‘The British and 
former German and Russian conces- 
sions will be policed by the same mix- 
ed government that carries on the ad- 
ministration. 

Willingness of the British to yield 
majority control to the Chinese is ex- 
plained by the fact that the Chinese 
inevitably will be entrusted with con- 
trol and the protection of all foreign- 
ers. Such responsibility will have a 
good effect on the factional parties in 
China, it is claimed, 

Pekin’s reported protest over land- 
ing of troops in South China by Great 
Britain has not yet been received at 
the British foreign office. This would 
represent merely registration of the 
nationalist stand on the part of the 
north Chinese government so that it 
will appear as patriotic as the Caa- 
tonese, it is believed. 


EVACUATION UNDER WAY 
N.iaVY¥ ANNOUNCES. 

Washington, January 31.—General] 
evacuation of Americans in interior 
China is under way, the navy depart- 
ment was advised tonight in a message 
from Admiral C. S. Williams, com- 
mander in chief of the Asiatic fleet. 

The evacuation was recommended by 
American Minister MacMurray, who 
advised American citizens tn isolated 
places tu leave because of the danger 
from the anti-foreign riots. Messages 
were sent to American consuls in the 
interior and southern parts of China; 
particularly the Foochow district. 
Americans are rapidly evacuating 
Foochow, Changsha and Chungking. 

Americans outside of Nanking and 
Hangkow are being concentrated at 
designated points for transportation 
out of the danger zone. Residents in 
the larger cities of Canton, Amoy and 
Swatow are being concentrated at cen- 
ters from which they can be readily 
evacuated. 

Last Friday the white house spokes- 
man said that the United States would 
not ask Americans to evacuate Shang- 
hai but would instead protect them

dispatched to China so that nothing’ 
untoward may happen to mar the 
friendly relations of the two nations.” 

The military movement on the part 
of the British government is liable to 
serious misunderstanding,” declared 
Dr. Koo’s note, saying that the nation- 
al spirit of the Chinese people has 
been developed. Moreover, he declar- 
ed, the dispatch of additional naval 
and military forces was contrary to 
the spirit of the League of Nations 
covenant. 

The largest British force was not 
necessary to protect the Shanghai in- 
ternational settlement if that were 
the purpose of the expedition, asserted 
the minister, and it might even result 
in “unforeseen complications for which 
the Chinese government could not be 
held responsible.”

Any bill it approves will join in the 
houge calendar the offer of associated 
power companies which received the 
upport of the majority of the joint 
ongressional co ion on Muscle 
Shoals. 

The power company bid is also be- 
fore the senate. where an unsuccess- 
ful effort was made today to obtain 
an agreement for consideration of the 
sh. legislation, Senator Harrison, 
democrat, Mississippi, sought the 
agreement, but Chairman McNary of 
the agriculture committee objected to 


j 


giving Muscle Shoals precedence over 
farm relief legislation. Senator lLa- 


objected to any agreement in the ab- 
sence of Senator Norris, republican, 
Nebraska, champion of government 
operation of the project. 

Senator Curtis, of Kansas, republic- 
an leader, and Chairman McNary, 
agreed, however, to cooperate with 
Harrison to bring the shoals question 
up at this session. 

Members Divided. 

House committee members seemed 
as divided as ever since their one- 
time approval] of the Henry Ford bid, 
but, as they closed hearings today, 
government operation of Muscle 
Shoals loomed as a possible solution 
of the problem to be considered along 
with the private bids. Questioning of 
Witnesses by several members of the 
committee revealed much sentiment in 
favor of government operation and 
Representative James of Michigan, 
ranking republican on the committee, 
had declared he would “not be sur- 
prised if the committee turns to goy- 
ernment operation.” James and other 
members drew out in testimony that 
for approximately $7,000,000 the 
Shoals nitrate plant could be placed 
- operation for production of ferti- 

izer. 


The committee adjourned today aft- 
er hearing a defense of the fertilizer 
provision of the Cyanamid bid and 
attacks by Mississippi and Tennessee 
representatives on its failure to grant 
power distribution which they de- 
clared necessary to the states. The 
final session was enlivened by a morn- 
ing clash between Representative Hill, 
democrat, Alabama, and L. J. Folse. 
manager of the Mississippi state board 
of development, and an afternoon spat 
between Folse and Representative 
Wright, democrat, Georgia. 


South “Slammed.” 


Folse engaged in a spat with Mr. 
Wright who objected to Folse “slam- 
ming the south.” Folse had accused 
“selfish interests” in the ~ Muscle 
Shoals district with trying to monop- 
olize benefits from the project and 
added that “the south has never been 
united on anything except the civil 
war, 


_ Wright demanded that Folse can- 
fine his testimony to the Madden bill 
and cease criticisinz the south.

project. 

Cyanamid Bid Opposed.

distribution. 

Unless hydroelectric power is given 
east Tennessee, he declared, companies 
now producing electricity by steam 
wo ild be forced by its cost to ask for 
higher rates to the consumer.

nation, or community. And, that,

‘when any government shall be found 


inadequate or contrary to these pur- 
poses, a majority of the community 
hath an indubitable, unalienable, and 
indefeasible right to REFORM, AL- 
TER, or ABOLISH IT, in such man- 
ner as shall be judged most conducive 
to the public weal.” 

Now, in the face of that fixed prin- 
ciple of American constitutional law, 
that any man can advance the claim 
that the making of the eighteenth 
amendment was anti-Jeffersonian and 
un-American is simply’ amazing! 

Jefferson always held, and even 
urged in his presidential messages, 
that when new policies or powers of 
the federal system were required they 
should be sought by constitutional 
amendments. 

There is no human limit to the 
right and power of the American peo- 
ple to maa:, amend, alter, or abolish 
their constitr’‘ons of government. If 
it were not so we would not be a 
democratic representative republic. 

Thomas Jefferson, if alive today and 
unchanged in principles by his 150 
years of disembodiment, would be the 
last man in the nation to denounce 
the right of the people to make the 
eighteenth amendment.

THAT SPASTIC COLON. 

Next to the neurotic correspondent 
who has had an X-ray picture of his 
insides taken and discovered that his 
stomach has “dropped”—which dis- 
covery is enough to make any of us 
feel sick, if we cherish the quaint old 
cnatomical chart notion about’ the 
proper position of the stomach—there 
is none I can do less for, even in the 
way of sympathy, than the one who 
has been presented with a_ spastic 
colon, mucous colitis or some similar 
obsession. 

People who have a well established 
conviction that their colon is spastic 
are generally in a serious condition 
(of mind) and it is extremely difficult 
to do anything with them even when 
a doctor personally attends’ them. 
When it comes to offering them any 
suggestions or advice by mail or 
through the newspaper route, one is 
almost certain to be about 20 years 
behindhand with one’s advice. They’ve 
nearly all been to Battle Creek, which 
is located in Michigan, according to 
the geography, but in Missouri if I 
may judge by the frame of mind of 
these victims of spastic constipation. 

Ordinary constipation is just a 
habit. Spastic constipation is rather 
a vice to which the victim is ad- 
dicted. Most persons with the con- 
stipation habit are just plain dumb— 
they believe all the pill monger’s 
propaganda, But persons addicted to 
the spastic variety are usually very 
wise—they know a lot of things which 
ain’t so.

where your colon really ought to be. 
The ancients must-have had a few 
cases of spastic colon in their midst. 
Perhaps that was what ailed Socrates 
when he passed up a chance to duck 
the hemlock. 

And here is one notion which per- 
sists through all my study of mucous 
colitis, spastic constipation, spasm of 
the colon or mucous colic—the more 
one studies this condition the less one 
thinks he knows about it—namely, 
that the too popular pills, teas, tab- 
lets and herbal or “purely vegetable” 
physics are a common cause, and in 
many cases probably the sole cause 
of this trouble. And I think the 
morbid practice of selecting this and 
that item of diet because it is “diges- 
tible’ and rejecting this and that 
item because it is “undigestible” or 
unrefined, or too coarse or rough for 
the “delicate” digestive tract, is an 
important contributing factor in many 
cases of mucous colitis.

SCHOOLS. 
Parents, just how shall we reward 
good teaching? Should teachers who 


hold degrees get more salary than 
those who do not? Isa degree in and of 
itself, a guarantee that the holder is 
a superior teacher? Should all teach- 
ers be paid the same minimum salary 
regardless of the grade they teach in, 
and are increases they may receive to 
be based upon their additional train- 
ing and experience? Or upon the ¢a- 
pacity they show in developing their 
pupils? How can we tell a good teach- 
er when we see one? Does the holder 
of college credits make a better teach- 
er than one who has never been ex- 
posed to credititis? 

_ At present a teacher in high school, 
in most places, gets more salary than 
one in the grades. Additional profes- 
sional training means a better job. 
In some places holding one’s tongue 
and sawing wood brings the plums. 
a platitudinize and hold their 
jobs. 

But everywhere it is the school 
board, or the superintendent, or the 
principal who grades them. The boys 
and girls get marked and do no mark- 
Ing. 


Now why not have the pupils mark 


their teachers? In the long run is not 


the collective judgment of the pupils 
themselves—expressed, perhaps, in un- 
signed ballots (Australian system, 
isn’t it)—a pretty reliable index as to 
a teacher’s all around. ability 

There is nothing revolutionary about 
this in any other line of work. Who 
judges the work of a physician? Who 
finally passes on the honesty and ef- 
ficiency of a department store? Who 
approves or disapfproves of a newspa- 
per? The customer. Are not pupils 
customers ? 
_ I have an idea that some day there 
is going to be a very market change 
in the whole educational scheme of 
things, Not only in methods of teach- 
ings and in the results obtained. but 
also in the administration of educa- 
tion. Some day ignorant school boards 
through an improvement in personnel, 
will really comprehend what consti- 
tutes a proper attitude to be main- 
tained with school superintendents. 
Some day—and for the good of the 
pupils may it come soon—superinten- 
dents will shed their rubber heels and 
assert themselves. School teachers will 
catch the true spirit of professional- 
ism and insist upon a closer relation- 
ship to educational administration 
than that of servant to master. 

And pupils, too, will have something 
to say about high-handed teachers 
whose disciplinary abilities should 
make them fine candidates for prison 
guards,

U. 8. POPULATION 
GROWS FOR 192/ 


Washington, January 31.—(/)— 
Computations by the government's 
census experts indicate that the pop- 
ulation of continental United States 
on July 1, 1927, will be 118,628,000. 

That is an increase of 1,492,000 
over the estimate of July 1, 1926, and 
an increase of 12,917,380 over the 
figure for Jai ucry 1, 1920, when the 
last actual census was taken. 

e new estimate, announced_ on 
Monday by the census_ bureau, is 
based, among other thipgs, on avail- 
able data regarding W‘ths, deaths, 
immigration and emigration. Estimates 
for each of the states were made by 
distributing the total estimated in- 
crease in the ; .ne proportions as the 
actual increase between the two cen- 
suses of 1910 and 1920 was distrib- 
uted. Those states which showed a 
decrease between 1910 and 1929 or 
between 1920 and 1925, however, were 
not credited with having made any 
increase since. No figures were an- 
nounced for graphical divisions 
smaller than states.

Substantial increases in receipts for 
the sale of automobile license tazs 
in 1926 as compare with 1925 were

Double Murder 


In Birmingham 


Birmingham, Ala., January 31.—(7) 
Horace Vaughn, negro, tonight 
eonfessed that he killed A. B. Moore, 
40, and Mrs. Ruby Thornton, 35, “Ved- 
nesday night, January 19, on a de- 
serted road on the outskirts of Bir- 
mingham. 

Announcement of the negro’s con- 
fession was made by Chief of Police 
Fred McDuff, who said Vaughn broke 
down after an all-day grilling, admit- 
ted the crime and promised to lead 
officers to the scene of the murders 
and show where he had hidden Moore’s 
watch, which was stolen from the 
body. 

Vaughn lived but a short distance 
from the pine thicket where the bodies 
of Moore and Mrs. Thornton were 
found beside their parked automobile. 
Moore had received a shotgun charge 
in the face, and Mrs. Thornton had 
been shot in the back ofthe head 
as she apparently attempted to flee 
from the slayer. 

The negro was taken into custody 
after shells found near the scene of 
the slayings were identified, from the 
impression made by the plunger, as 
having been fired from a shotgun in 
es possession, according to po- 
ice. 

Moore, who was supervisor of safe- 
ty and sanitation of the Southern rail- 
road, is survived by a widow and 
several children, living in Chattanoo- 
ga. Mrs. Thornton, the mother of 
a ten-year-old daughter, was living 
at the home of her parents at the 
time of the murders.

‘ams here, socialist feeling in 
every hamlet in eastern Austria ran 
high. At Wiener Neustadt speakers at 
a huge mass meeting demanded that 
they be allowed to invade Hungary 
and capture those responsible for Sun- 
day’s killings.

GINA LOMBROSO Ferrero is the 

daughter of the late Cesare Lom- 
broso, famous criminologist, and wife 
of Guglielmo Ferrero, Italian histor- 
ian. She is herself a physician. 


Her background and her own posi- 
tion would therefore suggest that any 
intellectual attitude she might take 
would likely be an “advanced” atti- 
tude. 

Thus it is rather startling at first 
to find that in her article in Current 
History for January, which hears the 
caption “Feminism Destructive of Wo- 
man’s Happiness” the punctation after 
it is not a question mark but a period. 

Her texts are two: that the fem- 
inine heaven is higher and more dif- 
ficult to attain than the masculine 
heaven, but it is futile to rebel against 
this fate—compromise give woman no 
satisfaction ; and that feminism count- 
ed on equal rights with man, and in 
addition all the happiness which wo- 
man enjoyed before she attained these 
rights. This has not come to pass. 


ER MOST striking point is that 
“Love is the fixed unchangeable 
aspiration of woman... not love in 
its vulgar and sensual form of physi- 
cal attraction, but as conceived by wo- 
man—having some one to think of and 
who thinks of her, some one to devote 
herself to and who devotes himself to 
her.” 
Her basic premise, you see, is liable 
to be fought by the feminists. Yet 
listen: “There is an old Italian prov- 


erb,” quotes Mme. Ferrero, “He who 
is contented does not move, but never 
in history has woman .. . so protest- 
ed against man, against society, 
against the world, as at present and 
in no country have these claims and 
struggles been more intense than in 
the countries where the victories have 
been greatest.” 

Strange to say, it is in America, 
where feminism was born and has 
now reached its climax, that Mme. 
Ferrero believes it must begin its de- | 
cline, 

Her arguments, by the way, she 
takes from the same history of the, 
relations of the sexes which the fem- 
inists use for their propaganda, but 
she gives these events an opposite sig- 
nificance.

Short Interest Gets Nervous 
Over Wheeling Lesson, and 
Covering Advances Price on. 
Many Leading Stocks.

New York, January 31.—Advances 
were made in General Motors, Smel- 
ters, Baldwin and other leading stocks 
on what appeared to be short cover- 
ing the outstanding short interest 
evidently being made nervous by re- 
cent developments in Wheeling & Lake 
Erie. There was nothing in today's 
market, however, to indicate any defi- 
nite price trend, or that there would 
not a downward price swing as 
soon as the outStanding short interest 
is eliminated or made smaller. In 
brief, the stock market continues high- 
ly professional with the price range 
confined within a narrow margin. 

Wheeling & Lake Erie, which ad-

When the gallery whistled and 
cheered and stamped at the close of 
the chariot race in “Ben Hur,” last 
night, it was final proof that the 
sereen has fully taken the place of 
the spoken stage as a purveyor of 
melodrama. 

To be accurate, the whistles and 
#cheers and applause, when Ben Hur 
finally wrecked the chariot of Messala, 
and thereby avenged himself upon his 
enemy and at the same time won the 
race and all the bets appertaining to 
victory, were not all confined to the 
gallery.

we knew Ben Hur was going to win, 
just as he always did in the old

‘But somehow that knowledge didn’t 
‘help to relieve the strain when the 
thundering hoofs of the racing chariot 
teams came pounding round the arena 
on the screen last night. It didn’t 
make the heart beat any slower nor 
prevent a unanimous clenching of fists 
|and straining forward in seats. 

One Scene Cost $600,000 

They say that one race scene cost 
the producers of the picture $600.000 
to make. They say it was made three 
| times before suiting the directors. It 
is quite believable. For such a scene 
a press agent doesn’t need to exagger- 

ate, And, in fact, exaggeration would 
be impossible. For it surpasses be- 
| lief until you see it and, even now, 
with the memory only an hour old, it 
seems a little doubtful. 

Somehow that chariot race demand- 
ed first mention in any review. But 
it was only one incident of a picture 
that took over two hours to show and 
- was an incident not out of propor- 
tion with any other part of the pro- 
uction,

232 Divorces 
Given Americans 
In Paris in Year 


ieee 


Paris, January 31.—America is the 
best foreign customer of the French 
divorce courts. During the fiscal year 
1925-26 France exported 232 divorces 
to America which more than doubled 
the total of the preyious year. 

There were days before. the war 
when one or two American couples a 
year sought .relief from marriage in 
French courts. The number increased 
after the war, and in 1923-24 was 


} 88, passing to 113 in 1924-25 add to 


the new record total last year. 

The British are the next best cus- 
tomers, but, considering the short dis- 
tance from London to Paris, the total 
of 55 the past year is surprisingly 
small. There were 47 Russian couples 
divorced and 37 Belgians. 

The increase in the number of 
American divorces has brought about 
a speeding up of the divorce mill ma- 
chinery. Before the war, an applica- 
tion for a divorce in the early year 
was seldom considered before fall and 
the decision was handed down the 
following winter. 

The American divorce lawyers in 
Paris have found a way to get around 
the French law which requires estab- 
lished residence in France. It now 
suffices to’ claim the address of the 
lawyer, and since this step has been 
allowed it may be possible eventually 
for an American couple to obtain a 
French divorce without even sailing 
from home. ‘ 

The lawyers have speeded up and 
simplified the machinery in such a 
way that the average American di- 
vorce is now granted*in less than a 
month, The speed records still belongs 
to an American moving picture star 
who came to Paris for marPiage re- 
lief and obtained it in eight days.
